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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed on 3/1 5/2007 
regarding the rejection of claims 18-20 and 33-38 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) have been considered but are not considered persuasive. 
Applicant asserts that the publications relied upon by the examiner are not properly combinable because chemical modifications employed 
in antisense and ribozyme technology could not be freely and without limitation used in the siRNA technology of Elbashir et al. Contrary to 
applicant's assertion, the examiner has not asserted that chemical modifications employed in antisense and ribozyme technology could be 
used freely and without limitation in siRNA technology, but has rather asserted that it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to utilize the same types of modifications because each of the modifications were known in the art to enhance the delivery and 
efficiency of nucleic acid molecules, including antisense, ribozymes, and siRNAs. Elbashir et al. is direct evidence that chemical 
modifications utilized in antisense and ribozyme technology were utilized with siRNAs as well, before the instant filing date. 
It is noted that applicant has not responded to the objection to the drawings in the office action mailed on 12/21/2006. 
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
